Tue Free Traders have been 
squirming badly ever since the 
worsted decision was announced, 
They do not recover from it, and | 
their organs—the New York Times 
and Post—eontinue to fill their col- 
umns with futile efforts to prove 
that the decision is wrong. So 
long as their arguments are honest 
no one can object, even if they are 
tiresome ; but when they begin and 
end witb false statements it is time 
to denounce them. It cannot be 
hoped that the few devotees who 
worship at these free trade altars 
will listen to proofs of the errors 
of their priests. But others may 
be misled by them, and therefore 
we take some time and space to 
expose them. 

In the Post of the 28th of June a 
eolumn egins with a gross error 
and euds witha false statement. It 
charges in the beginning that the 
worsted decision “ increases the tax 
on worsted cluthing by 19 per 
cent., without consent of Con- 
gress.” It is-not true that it in- 
creases the tax on worsted clothing 
lfpercent.
